The  ASBYU  Executive  Council  will  consider  funding  a 
publication  listing  all  services  available  to  students  on  campus 
when  it  meets  today  at  10  a.m.  in  388  ELWC. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Bob  Henrie  said  the  council  will  also  consider 
the  findings  of  three  subcommittees,  ideas  and  resolutions 
for  past  and  future  student  forums  and  the  approval  of  three 
traffic  court  justices. 

Many  students  are  unaware  of  the  hundreds  of  services 
available  to  them  at  BYU,  Henrie  said.  The  proposed 
publication,  to  be  entitled  “Inside  the  Y”  will  list  all  services 
available  and  give  instructions  for  using  them. 

Henrie  cited  free  assistance  for  tax  return  preparation, 
professional  career  and  educational  counseling  and  sewing 
services  as  examples  of  services  available  that  few'  students 
are  aware  of. 

If  the  council  approves  the  $2,000  fund  proposal,  the 
publication  will  be  available  to  students  the  first  week  in 
January,  according  to  Henrie. 

He  said  he  expects  the  booklet  to  be  “a  first  class 
publication  to  be  available,  free  of  charge,  to  every  student 
on  campus.” 

Three  subcommittees,  which  have  been  investigating  the 
bookstore,  recommendations  about  management  of  the 
Social  Office  and  the  handling  of  funds  from 
incoming-producing  offices,  will  report  their  findings  to  the 
council,  Henrie  said. 

The  council  will  also  make  preparations  for  a  future 
Student  Forum  on  traffic  and  parking  policies,  Henrie  said. 

In  Thursday’s  meeting  the  council  will  discuss  topics  such 
as  the  overselling  of  parking  stickers  in  relation  to  spaces 
available,  the  possible  implementation  of  a  shuttle  bus 
system  and  the  installation  of  parking  meters  as  possible 
questions  to  be  raised  in  a  forum  on  traffic  and  parking. 

Henrie  said  he  hopes  students  will  provide  input  to  student 
government  through  Executive  Council  meetings  and  the

Zionism  vote

Secy,  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  said  Wednesday  the 
U.N.  vote  equaiting  Zionism 
with  racism  “was  extremely 
unhelpful  and  highly 
irresponsible”  in  efforts  to 
bring  lasting  peace  to  the 
Middle  East. 

However,  Kissinger  said, 
‘‘we  have  to  keep  the 
American  reaction  in  some 
bounds.” 

Italy’s  Communist  party, 
the  largest  in  the  West, 
disagreed  with  Soviet  policy 
and  dissociated  itself  from 
the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly  resolution  equating 
Zionism  with  racism. 

Unita,  newspaper  of  the 
Italian  party,  declared  its 
‘‘dissent”  from  the 
resolution,  which  was 
sponsored  by  Arab  nations 
and  Cuba  and  endorsed  by 
the  Soviet  bloc.  “For  reasons 
of  principle,  we  do  not  accept 
the  equation  between 
Zionism  and  racism,”  Unita 
said. 

While  the  resolution  drew 
broad  criticism  in  the  United 
States  and  the  Senate  called 
for  reassessment  of  U.S.

Moynihan,  who  delivered  a 
fiery  speech  against  the 
resolution  when  it  was  passed 
Monday,  cautioned,  “We 
don’t  want  to  get  so  mad 
about  this  thing  that  we 
forget  where  our  interests 

In  Jerusalem,  Israeli  Prime 
minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  called 
an  emergency  meeting  of 
major  Jewish  organiation 
leaders  to  fight  the  U.N. 
condemndation  of  Zionism. 

At  the  United  Nations 
headquarters  in  New  York, 
Israeli  Ambassador  Chaim 
Herzog  said  that  despite  the 
resolution  Israel  will  continue 
to  negotiate  for  peace  in  the 
Middle  East  under  U.N. 
auspices. 

In  an  interview  Tuesday 
night,  Herzog  said,  “I  don’t 
think  it  should  affect  the 
negotiating  .process  in  any 
way.  We  are  bound  to 
negotiate  within  the  broad 
framework  of  Security 
Council  resolutions.” 

The  open  stand  of  Italy’s 
Communists  against  the 
resolution  contrasted  with 
the  lack  of  public  comment 
from  the  Vatican. 

The  Communist  daily  Unita 
said,  “We  regard  this  seeking 
an  ideaological  vote  on  the 
part  of  the  United  Nations  as 
damaging  as  the  Arab  cause 
itself,  which  thus  loses  rather 
than  gains  allies  in  those 
countries  of  Western  Europe 
from  which  a  positive 


contribution  might  have 
come  toward  a  just  and 
peaceful  settlement  in  the 
Middle  East.” 

Unita  avoided  mentioning 
the  Soviet  Union  by  name, 
but  in  its  report  said  that  the 
votes  in  favor  included  “those 
of  the  Socialist  countries, 
including  Albania,  China  and 
Yugoslavia,  but  excluding 
Romania  which  did  not 
vote.” 

In  reply  to  questions  at  a 
news  conference  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Kissinger 
said:  “We  went  through  a 
period  in  which  the  United 
Nations  was  described  as  the 
best  hope  of  humanity.  That 
was  exaggerated.  .  . 

“We  must  now  not  swing  to 
the  other  extreme  of  not 
realizing  some  of  the  benefits 
that  the  U.N.,  with  all  of  its 
failings,  still  has  for  the 
United  States.” 

President  Ford  will  review 
the  implications  of  the 
United  Nations  vote  equating 
Zionism  with  racism  “and 
will  be  assessing  possible 
courses  of  action,”  Press 
Secretary  Ron  Nessen  said 
Wednesday. 

Nessen  declined  to  state 
any  proposals  under 
consideration.  He  added, 
however,  that  the  United 
-States,  does,  not  intend  to 
reduce  aid  to  Egypt  because 
of  its  vote  for  the  resolution. 

Ford  has  strongly  criticized 
the  resolution  and  warned 
that  it  endangers  the  United 
Nations  as  a  forum  for 
peaceful  settlement  of 
disputes.

An  evaluation  of  the 
post-LTM  needs  of 
missionaries  will  be  presented 
at  11:20  a.m.  and  will  be 
followed  with  a  summary  and 


projections  for  implementa¬ 
tion  of  the  research  findings 
in  the  new  LTM  program. 

The  closing  session  of  the 
symposium  will  be  a  question 
and  answer  period  beginning 
at  12:10  a.m. 

Reports  summarized 

The  material  presented  in 
the  symposium  sessions 
summarizes  the  results  of  17 
research  projects  conducted 
by  the  LTM’s  research  and 
development  staff  from 
September  1974  until 
September  of  this  year, 
according  to  William  J. 
Paddtock,  research  and 
materials  development 
supetfisor. 

A  summary  report  on  the 
findings  of  the  projects  was 
submitted  in  September  1975 
to  The  First  Council  of  the 
Seventy.  It  states  that  both 
missionaries  and  mission 
presidents  view  the  LTM  as 
performing  several  important 
training  needs. 

Spiritual  preparation  and 


the  development  of 
missionary  dedication  and 
discipline  were  seen  as  the 
most  important  of  the  LTM’s 
training  functions.  The  role 
of  providing  a  foundation  in 
the  mission  language  and  the 
discussions  was  also 
recognized. 

Pres.  Pinegar  explained  that 
when  a  missionary  becomes 
dedicated  to  his  calling  he 
learns  the  language  better. 
Therefore,  helping  a 
missionary  discipline  himself 
and  become  committed  to  his 
calling  are  two  of  the  primary 
objectives  of  the  LTM 
experience. 


Extra  training 

The  summar  report  also 
pointed  out  the  need  for 
extra-LTM  training.  Results 
of  a  study  on  missionaries 
who  received  post-LTM 
training  compared  to  those 
who  did  not  indicated  that  a 
post-LTM  program  was 
beneficial  “not  only  in  terms 
of  their  overall  language 


proficiency,  but  also  in  the 
amount  and  quality  of  the 
discussions  that  they 
learned,”  said  Paddock. 

In  order  to  provide  a  more 
individualized  approach  in 
the  LTM  language  training 
method,  a  system  of 
structured  tutoring  was 
instituted. 

Task  committees  were  also 
organized  to  examine  the 
language  and  discussion, 
spritua'1  preparation,  and 
cultural  awareness  needs  of 
missionaries. 

Pres.  Pinegar  explained  that 
the  idea  behind  the  cultural 
awareness  program  at  the 
LTM  is  to  help  missionaries 
identify  their  own  culture 
and  then  relate  it  to  the 
culture  of  the  people  with 
whom  they  will  be  working. 

He  explained  that  as  a 
missionary  focuses  on  the 
tasks  of  spiritual  preparation 
and  cultural  awareness  he  will 
do  far  better  in  his  work  of 
learning  the  language  and  the 
discussions. 

“The  learning  process,”  he 
said,  “is  quickened  by  the 
spirit.”

MONTOGOMERY,  Ala.  -  Gov.  George  C.  Wallace,  billing 
himself  as  “the  people’s  choice,”  officially  announced  his  bid 
for  the  Democratic  presidential  nomination  Wednesday  with 
scorn  for  his  party’s  leadership  and  a  promise  of  an  active 
campaign  in  the  1976  primaries. 

“It  is  time  we  offer  that  great  middle  class  someone  they 
can  vote  for  and  not  against.  With  your  help,  that  is  what  I 
shall  do  during  this  campaign,”  the  wheelchair-bound  Wallace 
said. 

Franco  suffers  another  setback 

MADRID,  Spain  —  Francisco  Franco  suffered  a  setback 
Wednesday.  He  was  reported  to  be  bleeding  internally,  raising 
the  possibility  that  the  sutures  from  his  stomach  surgery  have 
come  apart. 

A  medical  bulletin,  postponed  twice  during  the  morning  as 
specialists  fought  to  stem  the  bleeding,  said  Franco,  28,  was 
suffering  “digestive  hemorhaging  that  is  at  this  moment 
controlled.” 

Soviets  deny  travel  to  Nobel  winner 

MOSCOW  — -  Nuclear  physicist  Andrei  Sakharov  said 
Wednesday  that  he  has  been  denied  permission  by  Soviet 
authorities  to  travel  to  Oslo  to  personally  receive  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize. 

Sakharov  told  reporters  immediately  after  his  meeting  with 
a  passport  official  that  he  was  denied  permission  because  he 
possesses  state  secrets. 

The  Nobel  Committee  cited  Sakharov,  one  of  the  pioneer 
developers  of  the  Soviet  hydrogen  bomb,  for  his  vigorous 
fight  on  behalf  of  civil  rights  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

Rumsfeld  assures  strong  defense 

WASHINGTON  -  Donald ,  H.  Rumsfeld,  nominated  by 
President  Ford  to  be  secretary  of  defense,  assured  Congress 
Wednesday  he  is  “totally  dedicated  to  a  strong  defense 
posture  for  the  United  States.” 

He  told  the  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee  that  he  will 
devote  his  total  engery  as  secretary  to  maintaining  military 
strength. 

Cultists  blamed  in  cattle  mutilations

Polygamist  Alex  Joseph  and  three  of  his  wives  said 
Wednesday  they  have  a  right  to  live  and  marry  as  they 
choose,  and  the  government  has  no  right  to  regulate  that 
phase  of  their  lives. 

In  fact,  39-year-old  Joseph  is  planning  on  taking  another 
wife  next  week,  and  his  wives  are  enthusiastically  planning  a 
honeymoon  for  their  husband  and  his  newest  bride. 

Joseph,  who  calims  he  has  12  wives,  spoke  to  the  Holladay 
Rotary  Club  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Third  District  Court  for  Utah  has  ruled  he  get  off  the 
federal  land  he  and  about  200  followers  are  occupying  in 
Kane  County,  Utah.  They  have  been  allowed  to  stay  while 
appealing  the  case. 

Cites  rights 

“I  am  not  a  crackpot  -  these  girls  are  not  crackpots,” 
Joseph  said,  pointing  to  Joanie,  Judy  and  Carmen,  the  three 
22-year-old  wives  who  accompanied  him.  “We’re  not 
squatters,  we’re  not  lawbreakers,”  he  added. 

Backing  up  his  claim,  Joseph  sai;homesteading  is  still 
technically  legal  in  the  United  Sates,  said  he  bought  and  paid 
for  the  helicopter  he  has  been  charged,  with  stealing  in 
Arizona,  and  said  ,  “My  political  right  to  be  married  to 
whomever  I  please  is  not  fit  to  regulated  by  the  U.S. 
government.”  His  wives  agreed. 

Joseph’s  wives,  whom  he  married  since  he  began  practicing 
polygamy  five  years  ago,  range  from  17  to  29  years  old.  They 
are  intelligent  and  good  looking,  with  several  having  attained 
high  scholastic  achievement.  One  is  a  former  Miss  Kentucky. 

Great  responsibility 

Many  people  find  it  surprising  that  a  woman  would  want 
to  enter  into  such  a  relationship,  Carmen,  his  8th  wife,  said. 
“It  is  even  more  surprising  to  find  a  man  who  is  willing  to  be 
involved.  The  responsibility  is  overwhelming,”  she  said.

Planetarium 
to  show  stars 
during  lecture 


“The  World  of  galaxies”  will  be  the  subject  of  public 
lectures  and  showings  to  be  presented  today  in  the 
Summerhays  Planetarium  atop  the  Eyring  Science  Center. 

The  showings  will  begin  at  7:30  p.m.  and  8:30  p.m., 
according  to  Dr.  D.  Harold  McNamara,  BYU  professor  of 
physics  and  astronomy. 

Dr.  Clark  G.  Christensen,  astronomer  and  physics 
professor,  will  discuss  the  story  of  the  discovery  of  remote 
stellar  systems  in  space  and  how  their  physical  properties  fix 
the  size  and  extent  of  the  universe. 

McNamara  said  about  60  persons  can  be  seated  at  one  time 
under  the  hemispherical  structure  of  the  planetarium  to  view 
the  celestial  show  on  the  underside  of  the  dome.  A 
complicated  lighting  apparatus  creates  an  illusion  of  the  sky 
at  night. 

A  projector  shows  the  appearance  of  the  constellations, 
Milky  Way,  sun,  moon  and  planets  in  their  motions, 
according  to  McNamara.  He  added  that  comets  and  other 
phenomena,  visible  at  various  times  of  the  year  and  in 
history,  can  also  be  seen. 

The  BYU  planetarium,  the  first  ever  built  in  Utah,  was 
constructed  in  1957  near  the  astronomical  observatory  on 
the  Eyring  Science  Center. 

The  facility  is  used  not  only  for.  public  showings,  but  also 
for  classroom  instruction  in  astronomy,  according  to 
McNamara. 

Special  showings  for  Boy  Scout  troops,  tourists,  church 
groups,  school  children  and  others  can  be  arranged  by 
contacting  the  BYU  Department  of  Physics  and  Astronomy. 


Riders  uninjured 
through  alert  pilot 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  An 
Overseas  National  Airways 
DC  10  jetliner  on  a  charter 
flight  to  Germany  burst  into 
flames  on  takeoff  at  Kennedy 
Airport  Wednesday,  but  the 
pilot  brought  the  craft  to  a 
halt  in  time  for  all  139 
persons  aboard  to  escape, 
officials  reported. 

It  was  not  immediately 
known  if  there  were  any 
injuries. 

The  plane  was  bound  for 
Frankfurt,  and  all  aboard 
reportedly  were  employes  of 
the  airline  en  route  to  various 
assignments.

Leonard  J.  Arrington, 
church  historian,  was  the  first 
occupant  of  the  chair  and 
director  of  the  Charles  Redd 
Center. 

The  center  promotes 
interest  in  western  studies 
through  various  programs, 
said  Alexander.  These  include 
a  lecture  series,  oral  history 
program,  monograph  series 
and  fellowship  program. 

He  said  the  lecture  series 
features  American  folklore, 
literature,  economic 
development,  geography, 
anthropology,  and  history.

AMC  announces 
$27.5-million  loss 

DETROIT  (AP).  - 
American  Motors  Corp.  lost 
$27.5  million  in  the  12 
months  ended  Sept.  30 
despite  a  strong  rebound  in 
the  second  half  of  its  fiscal 
year,  the  company  said 
Wednesday.

Tables  had  been  set  up  end 
to  end  on  the  field  south  of 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse.  A  ton 
of  ice  cream  was  then 
scooped  and  placed  with 
bananas  in  dishes  which  were 
placed  end  to  end  on  the 
tables.  The  result  was  an 
unbroken  chain  of  banana 
splits  —  1,573  feet  long.

record-setting  autumn 
evening,  BYU’s  claim  to  fame 
in  the  Guinness  Book  of 
World  Records  has  been 
supplanted  by  a  school  back 
east  which  broke  BYU’s 
record,  according  to  Stephen 
Boyd,  spokesman  for  Our 
Gang  of  the  ASBYU  Social 
Office. 

To  recapture  a  place  for 
BYU  in  the  Guinness  book  Our 
Gang  is  sponsoring  the 
Record  of  a  Century  contest 
as  its  contribution  to  the 
BYU  Centennial.  Since  Our 
Gang  cannot  decide  which 


record  BYU  ought  to  break, 
Boyd  said  students  are  urged 
to  submit  suggestions. 

Boyd  said  Our  Gang  is 
planning  its  super  activity  for 
the  first  part  of  March,  but 
the  deadline  for  suggestions  is 
Nov.  19.  The  student  who 
suggests  the  chosen  activity 
will  win  a  season  pass  to 
productions  in  the  Harris 
Fines  Arts  Center,  $50  worth 
of  gifts  from  the  bookstore, 
and  $50  worth  of  food  from 
BYU  Food  Services. 


Others,  too 

The  banana  split  is  not  the 
only  world’s  record  set  by 
BYU  students,  although  it  did 
involve  the  most  students.  On 
Nov.  18,  1973,  three  BYU 
coeds  and  one  male  set  the 
record  for  treading  water  - 
32  water-logged  hours  in  the 
Richards  P.E.  Building  Pool. 

Our  Gang  is  interested  in 
anything  that  is  very  original 
and  will  involve  a  great 


multitude  of  students  for  its 
new  record,  said  Boyd.  “If  we 
can  involve  all  25,000 
students,  we’d  like  to,”  he 
said. 

The  Guiness  Book  of  World 
Records  lists  thousands  of 
unusual  events,  ranging  from 
the  most  destructive  national 
disaster  to  the  heaviest  man 
ever  recorded.  Looking 
through  the  book,  a  BYU 
student  might  be  inspired  as 
to  which  record  the  school 
ought  to  break. 

For  example,  it  might  be 
possible  to  break  the  record 
for  the  longest  sermon.  It  was 
set  in  February  of  1955  by 
Clinton  Locy  of  West 
Richmond,  Wash.  With  a 
congregation  of  eight,  and 
quoting  every  book  in  the 
Bible,  Locy  preached  for  48 
hours  and  1 8  minutes. 


DeVillier  and  Vonnie 
Kuchinski  might  be  more 
difficult,  since  studies  would 
have  to  be  ignored.  Those 
two  young  folks  danced  for 
22  weeks  and  three  and  a  half 
days  —  from  Dec.  28,  1932  to 
June  3,  1933.  For  the  last 
two  weeks,  the  rest  allowance 
was  cut  from  15  minutes  per 
hour  to  only  three  minutes. 

Boyd  said  applications  for 
suggestions  are  now  available 
on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center.  The  record 
to  be  set  will  be  announced 
Nov.  2 1  at  the  varsity  preview 
basketball  game.

The  Prussian  General  von 
Blucher  allies  with  the  Duke 
of  Wellington  to  defeat 
Napoleon  for  control  of 
Europe  in  “Waterloo,”  the 
weekend  movie. 

“Waterloo”  will  be  shown 
Friday,  Saturday  and  Monday 
at  6  p.m.  and  8:20  p.m.  in 
the  Joseph  Smith 
Auditorium.  Admission  with 
activity  card  is  50  cents. 

According  to  information 
from  the  ELWC  Business 
Office,  which  acquired  the 
weekend  films,  the  1971 
picture  stars  Rod  Steiger, 
Christopher  Plummer  and 
Orson  Wells. 

Russian  director  Serge 
Bondarchuk  interprets 
history  by  ultimately 
attributing  the  battle’s 
successful  outcome  to  the 
ingenious  Prussian  General 
von  Blucher. 

Bondarchuk  directed  and 
starred  as  Pierre  in  Tolstoy’s 
“War  and  Peace.”  His 
characterization  of  Steiger  as 
Napoleon  in  “Waterloo”  must 
have  been  influenced  by 
Moscow’s  long  winter  in  “War 
and  Peace.”  Napoleon  in  the 
movie  is  haunted  by  the 
winter  of  his  advancing  age. 
The  style  and  personality 
comparisons  of  military 
leaders  in  this  historical 
drama  is  emphasized. 

Plummer  is  the  Duke  of 
Wellington,  commanding  his 
marching  troops  through  the 
bloody  battle  scenes,  in 
professional  British 
aristocratic  manner. 
Napoleon  is  shown  as 
respecting  Wellington, 
although  diametrically 
opposed;  similarities  in  their 
roles,  responsibilities  and 
attitudes  in  war  provide  an 
identification  with  each 
other. 

The  movie  was  created 
from  internationally  diverse 
sources.

Y  conducts  self  study 


BYU  is  conducting  a 
comprehensive  self  study  of 
its  academic  and  service 
departments. 

This  study  is  a  routine  step 
in  the  reaccreditation  process 
for  the  university,  according 
to  Dr.  Keith  Warner, 
chairman  of  the  steering 
committee  responsible  for  the 
study. 

A  visiting  team  will  also 
make  an  evaluation  of  BYU 
in  the  spring  as  a  part  of  the 
reaccreditation  process  by  the 
Northwest  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges,  Ije  said. 

Universities  are 
reaccreditated  periodically, 
Warner  explained.  BYU, 
which  is  the  second  largest 
university  in  the  northwest 
region,  was  last  reaccreditated 
in  1966  and  will  be  reviewed 
again  in  March  1976,  the 
chairman  said. 

“A  year  in  advance  of  the 
action,  the  institution  is 
asked  to  evaluate  itself,  its 
strengths  and  weaknesses  and 
the  changes  it  has 
experienced  since  it  was  last, 
a  c  c  r  e  d  i  t  e  d  .  ”  War  n  er 
explained. 

One  purpose  of  the  study  is 
for  the  institution  to  take  a 
look  at  itself,  using  the  study 
as  a  basis  to  improve  the 
institution,  according  to  L.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  The  American  Basketball  Association 
dropped  the  other  shoe  Tuesday,  folding  its  San  Diego 
franchise  in  a  move  towards  consolidation  and  economic 
stability, 

When  the  league  closed  the  Baltimore  Claws  three  weeks 
ago,  there  was  strong  sentiment  among  some  officials' for 
dropping  San  Diego  as  well.  That  would  eliminate  costly 
travel  to  the  West  Coast  and  allow  the  ABA  to  go  into  the 
season  as  a  compact,  eight-team  unit. 

But  Frank  Goldberg,  owner  of  the  San  Diego  Sails,  was 
able  to  keep  the  team  alive  ■—  until  Tuesday,  when  the  ABA 
decided  to  pull  up  stakes  after  a  fraction  more  than  three 
seasons  in  San  Diego. 

There  were  indications  from  some  Sails  officials  that  the 
action  was  taken  despite  objections  by  Goldberg,  but  a 
league  official  said  following  the  day-long  meetings,  “My 
feeling  is  that  Goldberg  just  sat  down  and  made  a  straight 
business  decision.” 

“What  Commissioner  Dave  DeBusschere  is  trying  to  do  is 
establish  some  sort  of  stability,”  the  ABA  official  explained. 
“We  want  to  show  that  we’re  operating  as  a  business  -  a 
sound,  sensible  business,”

Robinson,  to  replace  a  former  Oregon  half-back  and  bring 
further  football  glory  to  the  Trojans. 

Robinson,  40,  whose  career  nearly  parallels  that  of  John 
McKay  despite  an  intervening  decade,  will  head  the  Southern 
Cal  football  fortunes  in  1976  when  McKay  goes  to  the 
professional  ranks. 

Robinson,  a  former  Southern  Cal  assistant  coach,  faces  a 
tough  assignment.  He  replces  a  man  who  has  coached  more 
USC  victories  than  any  other  and  gone  to  the  Rose  Bowl  on 
eight  occasions,  winning  four. 

One  big  difference  is  that  Robinson  is  leaving  the 
professional  ranks  with  the  Oakland  Raiders,  to  return  to  the 
collegians.  McKay  is  making  his  first  try  at  the  National 
Football  League  in  coaching  the  new  Tampa  franchise  that 
begins  next  year. 

Also,  McKay,  a  halfback,  played  in  the  Cotton  Bowl  with 
Oregon  in  1949  and  Robinson,  an  end,  was  in  the  Rose  Bowl 
in  1958.  Oregon,  with  McKay,  lost  to  Baylor,  and  Oregon, 
with  Robinson,  lost  to  Ohio  State. 

At  !USC,  Robinson,  a  somewhat  surprise  choice,  starts  his 
era  following  a  winning  coach.  McKay  to  date  has  a  126-38-8 
record  with  games  against  Washington  and  UCLA  remaining. 
But  after  a  7-0  start  this  season,  the  Trojans  lost  to  both
